The  fowl  that  is  laekins  or  po-irlv 

dev.lo|,e,l    in    any   one   of   these  iKiiuts,    irrespective   of   any   of   the   others,   caunot 

n-pond  profltalily  nor  economically  to  the  food  and  care  siven  her. 

This  linlietiii  is  written  to  Rive  informatinn  on  the  seliKtIon  and  building  up  or 
ki'eping  up  the  strong  breeding  characteristi.s  of  the  stock  without  sacrificing  egg 
production.  It  is  not  supposed  to  Ix-  infiirmation  on  how  to  pick  out  the  best  layer 
or  to  tell  how  many  e^-gs  a  hen  can  or  will  lay  In  a  year.  Our  endeavour  Is*  to 
assi.st  one  and  all  to  build  iiji  a  gixid  laying  strain  of  birds.  And,  further,  after  one 
has  achiev.'d  this  result,  this  bulletin,  we  trust,  will  prove  useful  in  assisting  the 

'" I'l'i'  ('>  keep  up  the  size  and  vigour  without  any  sacrifice. 

One  must  be  able  to  reasonably  presume  that  au  extra  good  laying  pullet  will 
pass  on  this  characteristic  to  her  progeny  if  she  Is  to  lie  of  any  value.  To  do  thi-^ 
|iri>|)erly  the  ancestry  of  the  strain  and  Individuals  must  be  known. 

ANCESTRY  IS  FIRST  NECESSITY. 

Biological  Influences  and  dlfferemes  play  a  great  part  in  liiwding.  yet  they  ,irc 
not  mentioned  In  many  lustanws.  Because  a  strain  or  Indiviilual  proves  good  in  tlie 
first  generation  is  not  good  enough.  It  must  prove  good  in  Its  progeny  as  well. 
The  only  way  this  can  come  about  is  by  understanding  how  to  breed  properl.v.  This 
can  neither  be  done  by  measurements  or  niathematkal  calculations,  nor  without 
knowing  the  ancestral  blood  lines. 

Ancestry  is  the  first  thing  or  foundation  from  which  to  breed.  One  must  know- 
in  mating  up  his  stock  what  IiIoihI  lines  are  Iwing  used.  The  breeder  can  then  go 
to  work  with  the  printed  score  and  select  Ms  stock  for  commercial  purposes,  pro- 
viding lie  carefully  reads  the  detailed  matter  rel.iting  to  the  s<ore-car(l. 

We  have  endeavoured,  in  getting  np  this  scoreiard.  to  benefit  liy  the  experience 
of  others  in  their  score-card  work,  and  using  onr  experience  with  it  in  an  enil.'avoiir 
to  give  the  public  of  our  best. 

To  try  and  make  all  points  iilaiu  we  will  discuss  cidi  point  in  detail. 
Firstly:  What  is  a  utility  male?  A  utility  male  bird  is  one  that  Is  Inie  U> 
type,  which  is  so  constituted  as  to  be  capable  of  liegetting  ntility  females  and  males. 
and  also  capable  of  producing  marketable  flesh  in  prolif.ible  (piantity;  whose  exact 
conformity  to  exhibition  standard  iiolnts  is  of  st-condary  consideration,  where  sui  li 
appears  to  conflict  with  what  we  understand  as  egg-proilncing  rc(|iiirements  at  the 
present  time. 

Secondly:  What  Is  a  utility  female?  A  ntility  female  bird  is  one  which  is 
true  to  tyi'ie.  which  is  ^o  eoiistitnlcd  as  tu  be  capnhio  nf  protUklng.  th'sliy,  niarkel- 
able  eggs;  secondly,  marketable  flesh,  both  In  profitable  quantity;  whose  exact  con- 
formity to  exhibition  standard  points  Is  of  secondary  consideration,  when  such 
npjiears  to  conflict  with  what  are  understood  to  be  egg-producing  rcciuirements  at 
tlie  present  time.

A  u'reat  deal  of  lontroversy  slill  takes  place  relating  to  tlje  different  tyiH's  to  in- 
used  in  luwdini.'.  We  have  i-on»'  to  tlie  conclusion  ilnit,  allowins;  for  the  breed  and 
linw  of  season  liandled.  Iirei'din;:  stoi  k  should  Iiave  a  form  halanciHl  in  all  wetions. 

One  desires  a  form  somewhat  rectancnlar  In  ap)iearaiice.  This  form  will  lie 
»een  at  its  best  when  a  female  is  in  full  lay  in-  when  a  imili'  is  in  his  strongest 
l>reedint.'  period.  The  female  will  at  this  time  have  a  larce  spread  betwwu  the  two 
pelvic  iKines  and  a  sood  de)ith  between  the  twci  peivie  Ixuies  and  the  keel.  The 
ovidiiit  at  this  time  is  onlartied  to  its  full  workinir  capacity.  The  development  of 
the  repr(HluetIve  organs  niul  snifteidng  of  the  membrances  causes  the  sternum  and 
keel  to  drop.  Tlio  two  wings  of  bone  on  eitlier  sidi'  of  the  body  jiaralleiing  the  back- 
lione  and  the  hinged  rilis  allow  of  tliis  acthm.  The  same  aetion  takes  plaee  in  male 
ami  feimile.  This  aetion  is  more  marked  in  the  feimilo  naturally,  owing  to  the 
ilevelopnifnt  ami  laying  of  <lie  egg.  The  pelvic  bones  open  at  this  season  as  well, 
due  to  tin'  same  cause  in  both  niali>  and  female.     The  hen  la.ving  small  eggs  does 
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iiDt  noed  an  wide  a  pnssaee  ax  one  laying  a  large  egg.  Tlio  distance  l)etweeii  the 
uvo  pelvic  bones  and  also  the  distance  between  the  pelvics  and  the  keel  will  be 
governed  by  this  factor.

Note  the  well-balanceil  form  of  A  as  comitared  with  the  badly  halanced  form  of  B,  which 
also  shows  a  l)adly  cilt-up  breast. 

Therefore,  unless  the  hen  is  hi  full  lay  or  the  male  at  its  highest  breeding  point, 
the  distonce  between  these  bones  Is  never  at  its  greatest,  for  the  opening  and 
eioslng-up  of  these  bones  depends  on  the  deveiopnu'iit  of  the  reproductive  system. 
Hence,  the  longer,  wider,  deeper,  and  broader  the  l)ody.  the  greater  the  development 
of  the  oviduct  or  reproductive  system.  The  numl)er  of  eggs,  however,  sucii  a  bird 
will  liiy  depends  on  the  fowls'  breeding  and  the  size  of  eggs. 

III.    QU.XLITV. 

Probably  the  most  Important  [mint,  all  otiicr  things  licitig  equal.  In  breeding 
stock  to  keep  np  .gg  iiroduction  is  iiuality. 

Quality  denotes  all  the  good  (■h!irn<'teristi(s  of  both  dairy  cows  as  well  as  i'i;g- 
iaying  hens. 

if  a  fowl  is  not  of  gi«)d  quality,  she  will  be  a  poor  layer.  If  a  male  of  good 
qnality  and  good  bree<ling  were  mated  to  p(H)r  quality,  coarse  females,  the  resnlts 
would  lnv;uialily  be  noticed  in  the  majority  of  the  first  jirogeny  of  the  mating. 

Quality  is  indicated  by  tiic  evenness  and  silliy  te.\tin-e  of  the  s<a!es  on  the  leg:  by 
the  fairly  compact  glossy  plumage;  the  tine  silliy  texture  of  tlie  comb,  wattles,  and 
lobes;  and.  further,  the  freedom  from  gristle  or  cartilage  atf.i'  liment  to  the  straight 
pelvic  bone.  The  pelvic  iMine  itself  should  not  be  small,  i'nllets  are.  of  course, 
smaller-boned  than  hens.  One  usui'lly  finds  a  very  thin  Ijone  or.  the  leg  of  the  bird 
that  has  a  needie-|)olnted  iK'lvic  bone.  We  advise  one  to  breed  from  birds  with 
pelvic  bones  comparative  In  size  with  the  bone  on  the  leg.  lint  clean  and  free  of 
gristle  or  cartilage  when  the  bird  Is  laying.  Fat  will  be  fiuiiid  on  the  jielvic  Ikiiics 
of  old  hens,  esiieciaily  if  they  are  in  line  coiKiilimi  before  liii'y  ixime  into  iayhig. 
From  experiences  of  many  others  besides  the  writer,  we  can  definitely  slate  that 
cartilage  and  gri'ntle  are  the  things  to  beware  of  in  breeding,  but  that  'irH|,er  the 
stoutness  or  strength  of  bone  as  shown  by  the  width  nor  tlie  fat  attach.       t  to  tUe 
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lK)ne  are  to  be  considered  dotriueutnl  cbaracterlHtlea  !ii  breeding  for  egg  prudiietiou. 
A  heavy  laying  bird  is  never  fat  once  she  is  in  full  lay.  No  doubt  the  needleiwlnted 
liclvlc-bone  Itlrd  will  lay  good  If  given  good  attention  and  the  season  Is  uor  too  cold, 
but  the  danger-sign  should  be  out  when  one  starts  breeding  from  her.

IV.  Condition. 

The  condition  of  health  of  a  bird  must  be  given  due  consideration  when  breeding. 
If  fowls  are  not  thrifty,  it  follows  that  they  must  be  unhealthy.  Health  is  shown 
by  the  gloss  on  a  bird's  plumage,  a  bright-coloured  eye,  with  a  bright-red  face,  comb. 
;iiia  wattles  on  all  breeds  in  which  these  characteristics  are  naturally  present. 
i"urtiier,  one  wishes  to  see  a  good  uniform  fleshing  throughout  on  the  bird,  esi"'-

In  the  writer's  estimation  the  head  is  as  iniiwrtant  a  factor.  If  not  the  next 
i.uiHirtant.  in  breeding  commercial  birds  as  any  other  iK)lut.  If  a  fowl  has  not  a 
good  head  showing  ccnstltutlonal  vicour,  with  a  broad  deei)  crown  and  a  bright 
active  appearing  eye,  she  or  he  cannot  reproduce  proi)erly

V.  Eye. 

The  eye  should  he  representative  in  colour  of  the  breetl.  A  hright  active  api«Mr- 
Ins  red  eye  always  goes  along  with  strong  constitution.     (See  cut  XVI.) 

VI.  Xe(  K. 

The  neik  should  he  well  set  ujion  the  bird,  neither  too  long  nor  too  short. 

(C.)   BODY. 

The  iKjily  Is  the  manufacturing  plant  of  the  hen.  where  all  the  food  Is  tunnMl 
Into  Its  proper  channels.  Ir'  a  fowl  has  all  other  parts  perfo<  t  hut  a  imor  ciit-iip 
hiKly.  it  can  never  he  made  a  highly  profitable  bird  and  should  never  he  bred  fi'nni.
